DEMOCRATS FLATLY REFUSE TO CONFER 


As a Consequence the South Park Com- 
mission Deadlock Continues, 

Two moves were made in the South Park 
Commission matter yesterday, but neither of 
them succeeded in breaking the deadlock. If 
anything they strengthened it. At noon 
Judges Tuthill, Burke, Waterman, Hanecy, 
Smith, and Gibbons, the six Republicans, held 
a caucus and appointed three of their number 
—Judges Hanecy, Waterman, and Smith—to 
confer with the Democrats. Judge Horton 
has left the city. At 4o’clock Judges Tuley, 
MeConnell, Windes, Baker, Clifford, Adams, 
and Dunne met in adjourned session in Judge 
Tuley’s court-room. Not one of the Repub- 
licans put in an appearance. «This prevented 
a quorum: and no business could be trans- 
acted. Judge Hanecy had in the meantime 
informed Judge Clifford of the action of the 
Republican caucus and asked for the appoint- 
ment of a like committee by the Democrats. 
Judge Clifford conveyed this information to 
the meeting and a lengthy and earnest discus- 
sion ensued. Itresulted in a flat refusal of 
the Democratic Judges to appoint a com- 
mittee. Therefore the situation, in so faras the 
appointment of Park Commissioners to suc- 
ceed Mr. Donnersberger and Martin J. Kussell 
is concerned, is unchanged. 

After the Republican caucus Judge Tuthill 
said: **We leave the entire matter in the 
hands of our committee. Judges Hanecy, 
Waterman, and Smith are empowered ‘to enter 
into any sort of a compromise or agreement 
for a settlement of our differences they see fit 
to make.”’ Judge Burke expressed himself in 
about the same way. The Democratic Judges 
talked in a different tone. They were not at 
all pleased, and the venerable Judge Tuley 
thought they were being  shabbily 
treated and said it owas unfortunate 
that politics should enter into the affair. 
Of course the meeting was held behind closed 
doors. When the Judges came out they 
looked very solemn. ‘* We will have nothing 
to do with committees,’ said Judge Adams. 
**T don’t propose to recognize politics in the 
affair at all, and every time there is a meeting 
I will be there if lam ableto walk.” Judge 
Clifford would only say that they had refused 
to appoint a committee. Judge Tuley, to 
whom the reporters were referred for infor- 
thation, said:' ** Having no quorum nothing 
was done regarding the appointment of com- 


missioners. We were inturmed that the Re- 
publicans had appointed a committee 
to meet a like committee from 
our side with a view to arranging 


some sort of basis on which we could get to- 
gether. But we could not see the necessity of 
any such committee, consequently we refused 
to appoint one. If the Republican Judges 
want to meet with us we will not try to take 
any advantage of them. Wewill not count 
them as present in order to make up a quo- 
rum unless they are willing to be counted. 
They have not met with us since the first 
meeting we held in February, called for the 
purpose of appointing a successor to Mr. 
Donnersberger, whose term had = expired. 
Then they refused to act until Mr. Russell’s 
place on the board was declared vacant. I 
think there are probably some grounds for a 
misunderstanding of what was said at that 
time about not taking advantage of the ab- 
sence of any of the Judges.”’ 

The meeting was adjourned to Wednesday 
of next week. It was intimated that if the 
Judges would get together and appoint a suc- 
cessor to Mr. Donnersberger the other vacancy 
might be held back until such time as a com- 
promise could be reached. 

Lack of a quorum prevented the West Park 
Board from holding its regular meeting yes- 
terday. 


NEW JERSEY’S GEOLOGICAL PROBLEMS. 


Prof, Salisbury to Undertake a Novel Sur- 
vey of the State, 

Dr. Rollin D. Salisbury, Professor of Geo- 
graphical Geology in the University of Chi-— 
cago, has been granted leave of absence to 
continue his geological survey of the State of 
New Jersey, begun three years ago. Prof. 
Salisbury will leave April 1 and will be ac- 
companied by Student George Nelson Knapp. 
Charles E. Peet and H. B. Kummel will join 
the party early in July. Prof. Salisbury’s 
proposed work marks a new departure in the 
history of geological surveys. It is the pur- 
pose of the New Jersey authorities to make an 
accurate map of the surface of the entire 
State, to ascertain minutely the composition 
of the soil, and to determine whether or not 
it is of glacial or non-gilacial origin, residual 
or ocean wash. No State in the Union pre. 
sents the variety of geological problems found 
in New Jersey. From the foot of the Alle- 
ghanies tothe extreme southern part of the 
State may be found the oldest as well as the 
inost recent formations. The territory which 
it is intended to cover this spring and summer 
will inciude largely the region between Clin- 
ton and New York.
